Hunters’ Rifles 
Are On Exhibit 


C ontinned from Pan« * One 
had to have some means of keep- | 
ing his gunpowder dry . The powder 
horn served this purpose. This par­ 
ticular one also enabled the hunt­ 
er to find his way through the Hud­ 
son valley because it is engraved 
with the forts and towns that were 
situated along the Hudson River in 
J 
early New York, probably osnietime j 
in the 1760’s. 
The powder horn was often at­ 
tached to another item shown—a 
hunting hag. used to carry balls, 
shot, patches, mould. chargers, and 
necessary tools. The early hunter 
often cast his own lead for bullets, 
and moulds for that purpose are on 
display . 
The visitor can also see 
a “cherry ” or tool that was used | 
lo cut the mould to the size of the 
ball. Ther is also , a tinder box in 
the exhibit. 
The feature of the window is the 
ifle section. There are two Penn­ 
sy lvania long rifles, or “Kentucks,” 
as they were commonly called be­ 
cause Daniel Boone used this ty pe 
<>f rifle in his trek into Kentucky , 
Pennsy lvania gunsmiths, who made 
the rifles, took a flat bar of soft 
iron, hand-forged it into a gun bar­ 
rel. bored and rifled it with crude 
tools, and fitted it with a stock of 
curly maple and a lock to fire it. ! 
This ty pe of rifle was used success- ! 
fully in the campaign against the 
British general, Burgoy ne, at Sara­ 
toga in tho Revolution. They were 
used for more than 100 y ears.

O s stto M i (rom P oco Owe 
had to have some means of keep­ 
ing hit gunpowder dry. The powder 
horn served this purpose. This par­ 
ticular one also enabled the hunt­ 
er to find hts way through the Hud­ 
son valley because It is engraved 
with the forts and towns that were 
situated along the Hudson River in 
early New York, probably osrnetime 
in the 1760’s. 
The powder horn was often at­ 
tached to another Item shown—a 
hunting bag, used to carry balls, 
shot, patches, mould, chargers, and 
necessary tools. The early hunter 
often cast hts own lead for bullets 
and moulds for that purpose are on 
display. The visitor can also see 
a “cherry” or tool that was used 
to cut the mould to the size of the 
hall, Ther is also a tinder box in 
the exhihlt. 
The feature of the window is the 
iflp section. There are two Penn 
Sylvania long rifles, or “Kentucka," 
as they were commonly called be- 
rauHP Daniel Boone used this type 
of rifle in his trek into Kentucky. 
Pennsylvania gunsmiths, who made 
the rifles, took a flat bar of soft 
Iron, hand-forged it into a gun bar­ 
rel, bored and, rifled it with crude 
tools., and fitted It with a stock of 
curly maple and a lock to fire it. 
This type of rifle was used success­ 
fully In the campaign against the 
British general, Burgoyne, at Sara­ 
toga in the Revolution. They were 
used for more than IOO years. 
If you get to Mill and Radcliffe 
streets this week. be sure to visit 
some of the historical and antique 
exhibits. You’ll learn facts about 
your county that you never knew 
before.

WITH horror we have read of 
the unspeakable mass murders of 
J ews in concentration camps in 
Germany during the Hitler re­ 
gime, of the more recent similar 
atrocities by Communists against 
various large groups of defense­ 
less persons in Poland, China and 
other countries under the heel of 
totalitarian ty rants. On any day 
we may learn of wholesale liqui­ 
dation of one-time leaders pr fol­ 
lowers of the Kremlin. We con­ 
clude that a human life in the 
totalitarian nations is considered 
very cheap. 
Constantly we are reminded 
from the pulpit and the press and 
radio that our Christian-J udean 
philosophies in the liberty -loving 
nations extol the individuality of 
each human being as a precious 
personality . Yet while we are hor­ 
rified at the actual murder of 
persons in the totalitarian coun­ 
tries who in any way displease 
their ruling leaders, we are expos­ 
ing our children from the time 
they are mere infants to seeing 
and hearing , for amusem ent, 
murder and other violence to per­ 
sons in some of our comic books 
and on some of our radio and tele­ 
vision programs. Thus in their 
Imagination they may become the 
murderers or the murdered. 
Become Hardened 
Gradually hardened by what 
they constantly see and hear for 
their amusement, in print or on 
the air, and with general ap­ 
proval, how can these future citi­ 
zens be very much shocked on 
learning of 
the 
actual 
mass 
slaughter of men and women? 
When y our child or mine on 
any day or several times a day 
may see or hear on the air several 
murders in a few minutes, how is ; exalting the imperishables and 
he to learn that human life is | promoting the pricelessness 
01

py pry individual person_________ 


to the very ty pe of violence we 
condemn in the totalitarian 
world? 
A distinguished lecturer and 
counselor of parents told me this: 
“ Recently a little friend, six y ears 
old, who views uncensored tele­ 
vision programs a few hours a 
day , visited me. I showed him a 
photograph of my late husband. 
‘Where is he now? ’ he asked ‘He 
is dead,' I replied. Then the little 
fellow wanted to know who shot 
him.” 
I wonder how many y oung 
children suppose that all deaths 
are due to violence. Against this 
growing indoctrination that vio­ 
lence is the way of life and death, 
what can we parents and teachers 
hope to accomplish in cuir efforts 
at teaching kindness and sy m­ 
pathy and love and brotherhood 
and living for the betterment of 
all mankind? 


Control Not Easy 
Of course, we may say it is just 
a matter of proper selection by 
parents of what their y oung chil­ 
dren may see or hear. Selection 
may be relatively easy as applied 
to comic books of violence. But 
who would say it is easy for par­ 
ents to control the dial of radio 
or television? When enough par­ 
ents really care, public pressure 
will aid in better protection of all 
children from the forces which 
teach them that a human life li 
very cheap. 
In the meanwhile, let us b< 
grateful for wholesome comicj 
that make children and theii 
parents smile, and for the man? 
wonderful programs on the radic, 
and television. Let us do our besl 
to encourage educational institu* 
tions to develop and utilize th< 
resources of radio and TV foi

2 cups flour 
6 teaspoons baking powder 
2 tablespoons sugar 
I kj teaspoons salt 
3 tablespoon shortening 
I Ms cups sweet potatoes, mashed 
A4 cup milk 
Mix and sift flour, baking powder, 
sugar and salt. Cut in shortening 
with a knife or rub In with the 
Anger tips. Work the sweet pota­ 
toes into the flour mixture. Add 
milk and mix to a soft dough. Roll 
out on a slightly floured board to 
V2 inch thickness. Cut with a bis­ 
cuit cutter. Bake in a quick oven 
(425 degrees F j 15 to 20 minutes. 
This dough will keep for several 
days if wrapped in wax paper and 
placed in the ice box. 
This recipe makes 14 to 16 bis­ 
cuits.
